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K. of C. Rezoning Proposa 
Again Met By Opposition

The Knights of Columbus parcel on 
Frontage Road is a case of ‘‘spot zoning 
in reverse,”’ the Planning Board was told 
Tuesday night, a six-acre spot of resi- 
dential land almost entirely surrounded 
by industry. 

Townspeople who live in the area don’t 
see it that way, however: They told the 
board that rezoning the land for industri- 
al use would represent one more triumph 
for ‘“‘creeping industrialization’’ in And 
over 

Annual town meeting will decide in 
April whether to rezone the Single Resi 
dence C zone to Industrial D, the town’s 
most restrictive industrial! zone. The 
Knights of Columbus hopes to sell the 
parcel to Charter Development Corp. of 
Wakefield; the developer has held a one- 
year option to buy the site since last 
April. 

In a public hearing before the planning 
board Tuesday night, Charter Devel- 
opment presented its plans for rezoning 
and developing the site. 

The start of the hearing was delayed 


for 4) minutes while the planners 
searched for a meeting room large 
enough to accomodate an overflow 


crowd of more than 100, which eventual- 
ly ended up on the school department 
side of the town/school office building 

Aside from representatives of the de- 
veloper and the K. of C., only one citizen 
spoke in favor of the proposal. Robert 
Flannery of Beacon Street said it was 
‘high time’”’ the Frontage Road land was 
rezoned, because it is ‘spot zoning in re- 
verne”’ a residential parcel in the 
mids’ of industrial land 

Othe: citizens cited existing traffic 
problems, inadequate roads. and the 
continuing ‘‘industrialization’’ of And- 
over as their reasons for opposing the 
rezoning plan 

Andover Atty. Richard Asoian, rep- 
resenting the developer, explained that 
the site is located at the corner of Osgood 
Street and Frontage Road. The Raytheon 
plant is located to the north of the site, 
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the Vycorp office building to the south, 
and Route 93 to the east. Its Frontage 
Road neighbors include a site proposed 
for a Digital Equipment Corp. plant, and 
two houses on Osgood Street. 

Brian Gagne, vice president of Charter 
Development, said his firm would like to 
build a three-story, 87,000-square foot 
brick-and-glass office building on the 
site. According to investment counselor 
David Cook of Needham, the $6 mullioi 
building’s ‘‘prime office space’ would 
aftract a national firm looking 
sure along Route 9 

Engineer William Bergeron said Char 
ter Development would redesign the 
Frontage Road/Osgood Street intersex 
tion to make it safer, and would land- 
scape a new buffer zone between the site 
and the neighboring residences as well. 
One access road off Frontage Road 
would feed into the parking lot, which 
would hold 305 cars. 

Bergeron also noted that Charter 
hopes to tie into a Dascomb Road sewer

line proposed for the nearby Digital site 
However, Public Works Director Robert 
McQuade cautioned that that proposed 
line remains “‘only a possibility.” 

Gagne said a sewer connection would 
be the developer’s ‘primary choice,’’ but 
the project would be built with septic 
systems if necessary.

Children darted 
about, squealing, until someone shouted, ‘‘Qui- 
et! Here it comes!’ The low and far-away rum- 
bling became louder and closer’ The crowd 
iropped back, suddenly nervous. It was June 
1835. The railroad had come to Andover! 

This scene, with many others, will be vividly 
lescribed in a program of slides and narrative 
entitled ‘‘Andover Railroading”’ to be presented 
by Frank Haggerty at the Andover Historical 
. society, 97 Main St., Sunday, March 3, at 2:30 
p.m. a 
The presentation will retrace the route of the 
long-vanished Andover-Wilmington Railroad as 
it appears today and will describe the role and 
operation of the railroad from its beginnings in 
the 1830s until it was replaced in 1847 by the 
Boston and Maine Railroad. The Boston and 
Maine will be shown in numerous slides and its 
history in Andover recounted from the period 
1847-1947. 

Much of the history of America is the history 
of railroading. Railroads were a technological 
advance which thrilled an earlier generation of 
Americans. Railroads emphatically and perma- 
nently altered the course of American history 
and made possible the rapid conquest of the 
American continent. Andover was in the foref-

ront of this movement. 

The Andover and Wilmington Railroad was 
planned and financed by prominent Andover cit- 
izens such as Amos Blanchard and Abraham 
Marland, beginning in 1833. It was one of the 
earliest railroads in the United States and ini- 
tially extended from a junction in Wilmington 
with the Boston and Lowell Railroad. Later it 
was extended through North Andover to Hav- 
erhill. With the rise of the mill era, however, a 
railroad was more urgently needed along the 
river to service the new mills and the railroad 
was relocated. 

The slides and commentary illustrate both of 
these railroad routes and provide a fascinating 
glimpse into Andover’s role in the great era of 
railroads.

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Exhibit Links Northern 
Industry To Southern Slavery 


Negro Cloth: Northern Industry & Southern 
Slavery,’’ a look at how New England’s textile 
industry supported and profited from Southern 
slavery by providing coarse, durable fabrics to 
clothe the slaves, will open Tuesday, March 5, at 
the Museum of American Textile History, 300 
Massachusetts Avenue, North Andover 

Profits from the slave trade contributed to 
the financial foundation upon which textile man- 
ufacturing was built in the 19th century,” says 
Paul Hudon, associate curator. “This exhibit 
looks at the relationship between the ‘lords of 
the lash’ and the ‘lords of the loom.’ ”’ 

Negro cloth was a generic name for a coarse 
mixed cotton and woolen cloth produced exclu- 
sively for slaves. There were scores of different 
kinds of fabrics, often sold by the name of the 
mill. Most popular were kersey, a coarse, 
rubbed woolen or woolen and cotton cloth with a 
lustrous, fine nap, and linsey, a strong, coarse, 
durable fabric of wool yarn woven into linen or 
cotton yarn. 

‘Paintings, lithograhs, photographs, fashion 
plates and carefully preserved garments duly 
record what the world’s wealthy and fashionable 
people wore. But few sources deal with the 
clothing of the poor,’ says Hudon. 

[he exhibit will combine artifacts used in the 
production of Negro cloth, actual garments 
worn by slaves, photographs, contemporary 
prints, and advertisements, maps and cloth 
Samples 

lhe cornerstone of the exhibit is a working 
plantation spinner, a hand-operated machine 
that ginned, carded, drew and spun coarse cot- 
ton yarn that was later woven into clothing by 
and for slaves. More than 2,500 of these spin 
ners, which made it possible for one slave to do 
the work of 10, were sold for $130 each in the 
South and Southwest until 1860 

Other artifacts will include a cotton gin, which 
has a hand-painted scene of the Alabama facto- 
ry where it was made, and a weavers’ draught 
book, which showed the weavers of Negro cloth 
how to set up their looms. 

Actual slave clothing, including a vest and 
trousers used by a field worker, has been bor- 
rowed from Shadows-on-the-Teche in New Ibe- 
ria, La., for. the show 

The graphics in the exhibit include photos of 
slaves at work and in their huts, as well as work- 
ers in Rhode Island factories. A slide show will 
also be included 

A creation of Myron O. Stachiw, formerly a 
museum intern from the American and New En- 

land Studies Program of Boston University, an 
abbreviated exhibit was first shown in 1981 at 
the Boston National Historical Park. A version 
that focused on the involvement of Rhode Island 
mills in the production of Negro cloth followed 
at the Rhode Island Historical Soceity. A‘‘flat’’ 
version of the exhibit, featuring photographs 
and drawings, but no artifacts, has been circu- 
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lated throughout the country by the Smithsonian 
Institute Traveling Exhibit Service 

‘‘We are proud to have the full exhibit for the 
first time in the Merrimack Valley,” says Hu 
don. 

‘There are ideas held by many people, includ- 
ing some historians, that slavery was a local 
and southern institution and none of ‘us white 
folk up here’ had anything to do with it. This 
exhibit makes the point that this was not the 
case. 

‘Many northern manufacturers chose profit 
over conscience and joined pro-slavery Sou- 
therners,"’ says Hudon, adding that “Negro 
cloth was the major product of many Rhode Is- 
land and Massachusetts mills, such as Peace 
Dale Manufacturing Company of Wakefield, 
R.I., and Lowell Manufacturing Company of 
Lowell. 

According to Thomas W. Leavitt, director of 
the Museum of American Textile History, the 
exhibit was made possible with funding from the 
Boston African American National Historic Site, 
the Museum of Afro American History and the 
National Endowment for the Arts, through the 
American and New England Studies Program, 
Boston University. The exhibit is owned by the 
National Park Service.

To Observe Feast Of Purim 


Purim is based on the legendary story of the Book of 
Esther. King Ahasuerus of Persia has discharged his 
ueen for disobedience. Looking for a new queen, he holds 
a beauty contest and Esther wins the crown. She has not 
revealed that she is a Jew and ward of the wise man, 
Mordecai, who remains her advisor and sits in the outer 
court of the palace to be near her. There he overhears a 
plot to assassinate the king, reports it, the culprits are 
hanged and the event duly recorded in the royal chronicle. 
The king appoints a new vizir, Haman, who immediately 
commands everyone to prostrate himself before him. 
Mordecai refuses, since he will bow down only to God. 
Haman broods revenge, not only on Mordecai, who is too 
small for him, but on all Jews. He tells the king that a 
subversive group needs wiping out for the good of the 
country and Ahasuerus, without asking questions, grants 
him the right. The 13th day of Adar is chosen by lot to be 
extermination day. The term fer lot is Pur, hence the 
name Purim. Mordecai requests Esther to see the king 
mmediately. To enter the king’s chambers without being 

ummoned means death, but Esther is willing to sacrifice 
herself. The king receives her graciously, accepts her in- 
vitation to dine with her and to bring Haman with him and 
igrees to dine with her a second night and bring Haman 
again. After the first dinner he cannot sleep, so he has the 
chronicle read to him, learns of Mordecai, who has saved 
his life and recefved no reward, and appoints Haman to 


lead Mordecai in procession through the City of Sousa. 
Esther reveals Haman’s plot to the king and tells him that 
she is Jewish too. Haman is hanged, Mordecai made vizir 
ang the Jews are saved. 

The events described in the biblical Book of Esther 
probably occurred in the Persian Empire in the fifth cen- 
tury before the Cominon Era. Purim is a joyous holiday 
and is permeated with hilarity, humor and song. A special 
three-cornered pastry, ‘‘Hamantashen,”’ filled with poppy 
seeds or prune lekvar, is the food associated with this 
festival. 

Purim begins Wednesday night, March 6, and is cele- 
brated throughout the day on March 7. There will be a 
special service for families at Temple Emanuel Wednes- 
day at 7 p.m. The reading of the Scroll of Esther, the 
biblical book wherein the Purim story is told, will be read 
and children and adults will be provided with the tradi- 
tional graggers or noise makers to drum out the name of 
Haman each time it is read. Religious school classes on 
Wednesday afternoon will be cancelled so that all families 
with children may be able to celebrate the Purim Service 
that evening. 

The Purim Service at Temple Emanuel on Haggetts 
Pond Road is open to unaffiliated Jewish families as well. 
Following the service, in which members of the TEMTY 
Youth Group wil! participate, there will be refreshments 
for all.

William and Martina Miller weren’t at their 60

Deputy Fire Chief Robert Bousch told THE 
TOWNSMAN that a department investigation 
into the Sunday, Feb. 3, blaze concluded the fire 
was accidental. An independent investigation by 
the Mutual Insurance Company confirmed that 
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Sidewalk, Bridge Repair Get 
Scrapped In Favor Of Snow 


Every year, according to the Public 
Works director, some Andover sidewalks 
and bridges are not repaired because 
money that might have been spent on 
that work is instead spent on cleaning up 
after snow storms. 

This year’s Public Works budget re- 
peats that pattern, Director Robert Mc- 
Quade told the Board of Selectmen last 
week, with $27,000 budgeted for one ac- 
count for which McQuade had requested 
$52,000. 

Looking at the contractual services ac- 
count for the $1.1 million highway de- 
partment budget last Monday night, 
McQuade said, ‘Every year this is the 
account that suffers because of the an- 
nual overrun in snow and ice (remov- 
al).”” In addition, when there are 
overruns in the budget for road repairs, 
“this account gets held,” he said. 

The town manager’s cut in the direc- 
tor’s highway request will mean that 300 
feet of sidewalks will not be repaired, 
McQuade said, and no bridges will be re- 
paired. He had hoped to repair 480 feet of 
sidewalks, and to repair bridges at Ste 
vens, Central, Balmoral, Haverhill and 
Andover streets. 

Finance and Budget Director Anthony 
Torrisi told the selectmen he hoped to 
avoid deficits in the snow removal ac- 
count next year — the current deficit is 
$150,000, he said — by budgeting that ac- 
count at a more ‘realistic figure’ than 
in the past. 

The manager’s proposed Fiscal 1986 
budget includes $250,000 for hiring snow 
equipment, contrasted to $190,000 in the 
current Fiscal 1985 budget

Torrisi added that the new budget also 
“emphasizes” road repair, boosting the 
Fiscal ’85 figure of $200,000 for highway 
department operating supplies up to 
$237,700. 

The DPW director found that number 
inadequate, however, pointing to his re- 
quest for $337,700. Like the contractual 
services account, the road repair ac- 
count also ‘‘gets chopped every year,”’ 
McQuade said, “‘hampering”’ his efforts 
to improve the condition of town road- 
ways. 


Selectmen Chairman Donn Byrne 
agreed that Andover roads are ‘‘still 
going downhill,’’ because road mainte- 
nance accounts have been underfunded 
for years. 

Torrisi said this year’s recommenda- 
tion represents ‘‘a start’’ toward road 
improvements, and Town Manager Ken- 
neth Mahony promised that his Fiscal 
1987 budget will ‘‘try to make it up — I’m 
planning on it.” 


McQuade was also unhappy about a 
$4,000 cut in wages for seasonal help; he 
had hoped that money would fund 20 
weeks of part-time labor during warm- 
weather months. 

The manager, who cut that request to 
zero, said he supported the need for sea- 
sonal help, but could not find the money 
to pay for it. (However, funds might yet 
be available if current vacancies on the 
DPW staff remain unfilled, he noted. ) 

Mahony has recommended a total 
DPW budget of $4.2 million for Fiscal 
1986. (The current Fiscal '85 DPW bud 
get is $3.6 million.) In addition to the 


manager’s cuts in the highway depart- 
ment, McQuade also found fault with re- 
ductions in the manager’s $672,700 
budget for the solid waste division: The 
director had requested $800,600. 

McQuade predicted that Maho'ty’s al- 
lowance for using the new solid waste 
disposal facility in North Andover next 
year would fall at least $60,000 short. Ma- 
hony budgeted $600,000 for that service, 
while the director had requested 
$718,000. (The fee charged to the town 
will be based on the weight of its trash, 
he explained. ) 


The manager also cut overtime wages 
from McQuade’s recommended $11,900 
to $9,000. As a result, the director said, 
the town landfill will no longer be open 
after 3:30 p.m. on Wednesdays, will now 
be closed on three holidays ( Patriots, Co- 
lumbus and Veterans days), and will 
have two weeks cut from its schedule as 
well. (The landfill has been open March 
through November, 8 a.m. to 5 p.m. Sat- 
urdays and noon to 5 p.m. Weanesdays 


The remaining DPW division budgets 
reviewed by the selectmen last week in- 
cluded $88,815 for department adminis- 
tration; $1.2 million for the water 
department, $190,000 for street Irghting, 
and $134,040 for engineering. Costs in the 
sewer department are covered by user 
fees, McQuade noted 

The selectmen last week also briefly 
reviewed the $2 million Fire Department 
budget (currently budgeted at $1.8 mil- 
lion for Fiscal 1985), and the $2.3 million 
Police Department budget (now budget- 
ed at $2 million) 


Four new firefighters will be added to 
the Fire Department this year, with their 
salaries representing $75,524 of the total 
$1.9 million for salaries; two will be 
hired in July and two in January 

Noting that no new firefighters were 
hired during the last two fiscal years, 
Mahony said he would “catch up” on his 
plans to increase the firefighting staff 
each year by hiring four more people 
during Fiscal 1987 

The Police staff will be increased by 
five new officers; their salaries will cost 
$95,805 of the total $1.3 million for police 
salaries. 

Chief James Johnson had also asked 
for $114,510 to replace a number of police 
vehicles, including nine cruisers, on 
pick-up and one Jeep. The manager cu 
that number to $60,000 by holding ont 
five one-year-old cruisers for another: 
year; improved vehicle maintenance 
made that savings possible, he told the 
selectmen. 

The Police Department budget also in- 
cludes $212,261 for Central Dispatching, 
$30,732 for Animal Control, and $3,035 for 
the Emergency division. 

The selectmen have now completed 
their first review ot budgets for all town 
departments in the total town operating 
budget of $11.89 million. They will take a 
second look at some accounts before 
making their recommendations to ar 
nual town meeting in April

Recommend Lowell St. Lots 
Remain In Residential Status

Four residential lots on Lowell Street 
should remain residential, in the opinion 
of the Community Development and 
Planning Staff, and should not be re- 
zoned for business use, staff planner 
Nancy Jeton said this week 


A group of townspeople led by Philip 
Nardone of Will-O-Way will ask annual 
town meeting to rezone the four lots, 
which total 8.35 acres, from Single Resi 
dence C to General Business zoning. 

The site is located directly across from 
the main entrance to the Raytheon plant 
on Lowell Street (Route 133), Jeton said 

Jeton spoke on the private rezoning ar- 
ticle Tuesday night during a brief but 
well-attended public hearing before the 
Planning Board. Nardone was not pre 
sent 

Jeton explained that the petitioner 
had asked to postpone the hearing be- 
cause he needed more time to complete 


engineering studies on the site. When the 
planner told him she could not postpone 
the hearing, he informed her by letter 
Tuesday afternoon that he would not ap- 
pear at the hearing 

(Jeton said she could not postpone the 
hearing because it had been legally ad 
vertised for Feb. 19; the planning board 
could have continued the hearing to a lat 
er date, she added, but that would hav 
been the board's decision, not hers 

The Community Development staff 
has concluded that it would be ‘‘inappro 
priate’ to rezone the Lowell Street prop- 


erty for business use, the planner 
reported, for three reasons: its proximi 
ty to the town water supply, traffic 


ume, and lack of sewer service 

The site is located within the Haggett 
Pond watershed, she explained, noting 
that the rear lot lines of the parcel ar: 
less than 1,000 feet from the pond. Pr 
tecting the town water supply is one of 


Andover’s highest priorities, she said 
and allowing ‘‘an increased rate of devel- 
opment” on the site in question would 
run ‘“‘counter toAhat goal.”

Through the courtesy of state funding, Andover will 
soon have another management position to fill, a per- 
sonnel director for both the town and school depart- 
ments. 

A $34,000 grant was awarded through the state In- 
centive Aid Program which will partially fund the po- 
sition, the town underwriting the remainder of 
whatever the salary is to be. 

The personnel manager will oversee employees on 
both the town and school payrolls as well as handle 
negotiations with the various unions representing the 
employees. 


Andover administrators are, of course, elated with 
the funding of this position. 

But, frankly, the necessity of yet another peg in the 
town’s administrative chart seems questionable. 

It is sold, of course, on the idea that state funding is 
assisting in the cost of this position, thus not that much 
involvement from local taxpayers. 


State funds, however, are paid by local taxpayers, 
which simply means we’re paying for this position out 
of the right pocket, rather than the left. 

Too, and more importantly, the state funding is for 

“only three years, which means that the town will have 
to pick up the total cost at the end of that period. 

And, municipal positions at this level are never abo- 
lished. 

One can go back to the temporary institution of an

assistant town manager which was brought on by a 
federal funding program designed to assist unem- 
ployed professional persons during a particularly diffi- 
cult time in the high tech industry several years ago. 

Not only did the temporary nature of the position 
vanish, but there are now additional assistants, or ad- 
ministrators, overseeing municipal functions. 

When Proposition 242 impacted municipal financial 
planning it was not the administrative staff which suf- 
fered, it was the street department laborer, the clerk, 
the teacher, or putting it simply, the persons closest to 
serving the public’s needs who were dismissed. 

Negotiating labor contracts is a time-consuming but 
necessary part of municipal management these days. 
But, it is a necessary part of the job of being an admin- 
istrator or department head. If the task becomes too 
unwieldy, then professional services can be retained. 

While Andover does have a large number of munici- 
pal personnel, it would seem that with the number of 
department heads and administrators already on 
board, control over municipal workers should be a 
rather easy task. 

The position is now on the books and for a three- 
year-period which should allow for a good evaluation 
of its worth and need. 

At that time, it is suggested that an examination be 
made of the need for this additional peg on the admin- 
istrative structure board at the sacrifice of a dart to- 
ward the teaching, labor or clerical staffs.

Lest I should become known as a 
one-issue citizen of the Town of 
Andover, please let me respond to 
the item entitled ‘A Question of 
Propriety’ which appeared on 
page 42 of the February 14 issue of 
the TOWNSMAN.

In 1926, when J. Everett Collins founded the 
Andover Male Choir, little did he know of the 
impact his stage presence, character and musi- 
cal excellence would make upon Andover and 
the surrounding community. He did not know 
that this small group of enthusiasts would, with- 
in three years, become the Andover Choral 
Society. Nor did he envision the existence of 
such a group remaining to perform Handel’s 
‘‘Messiah”’ for 55 consecutive years. But, such 
has been the turn of events for this now well 
established choral group and its magnificent 
maestro. 

J. Everett Collins has nurtured the Andover 
Choral Society and molded it in likeness to him- 
self. This group has been the essence of ‘‘And- 
over’s Music Man” and greatly exemplifies his 
dedication to quality performance of great cho- 
ral works as well as the enrichment of continued 
artistic growth within such a community as his- 
toric Andover and the surrounding valley.

as the Vycorp building. 

But Betty Potvin of Brown Street said 
rush-hour traffic is already ‘‘difficult’’ in 
the area, and adding more industry 
would increase that problem. West And- 
over roads ‘‘can’t take the traffic,”’ she

Michael Lombard of Osgood Street 
said his street ‘‘has become like a mini- 
Route 93.’’ Neighbors do not object to the 
leveloper’s proposal, he said, but they 
want traffic problems resolved before 
the site is developed. 

And Donald Barber of Brady Loop said 
Andover should ‘‘get our roads in shape”’ 
before ‘‘spot zoning” the K. of C. parcel 

George Kachen of Bellevue Road said, 
“The issue is creeping industrializa- 
tion.”’ All of the town’s industrial zones 
are now developed, or owned by indus- 
tries about to develop thern, he said, so 
Andover can expect to see more requests 
to rezone residential land for industrial 
use. 


If the town wants to maintain its resi- 
dential character, Kachen «said, ‘At 
some point we’ve got to put a stop to 
this.”’

deritially zoned. The developer is seeking 
‘their economic gain at our expense,” 
she said, ‘‘ ‘our’ being the neighborhood 
and ‘our’ being the town.”’ 

Poore added that Andover has become 
‘‘one of the major business areas of the 
state,’’ and that industry is “‘biting away 
bit by bit’’ at the wwn. 

Albert Talarico of Marigold Lane com- 
rnented that the “constant creeping’’ of 
industry in Andover is “‘like a cancer. 
Andover is supposed to be a town of 
homes, with a country atmosphere.” 


James Sullivan of the Knights of Co- 
lumbus defended the rezoning proposal, 
saying that since the organization ac- 
quired the land in 1961, ‘““‘Town meeting 
after town meeting, the town has 
changed the zoning’’ surrounding the 
parcel. It is now the only site overlooking 
Route 93 that remains residential, he 
said. 

Sullivan said the K. of C. is no longer 
interested in hosting social events in its 
building (which Charter would take 
down), and would like to sell the prop- 


erty and donate the protits to the com- 
munity. 

Chairman Bradshaw. concluded the 
one-hour hearing by noting, ‘We are not 
victims of rezoning.’’ Only a two-thirds 
vote of town meeting can rezone the site, 
she told the townspeople, adding, “You 
have to be there to vote.”’ 

Annual town meeting defeated the K. 
of C.’s rezoning proposal four years ago. 
A similar article appeared on last year’s 
warrant, but was withdrawn before the 
meeting convened.
